Nick Kotz, the Pulitzer prize winning Washington 
correspondent for the Des Moines Register, disclosed the 
lobbying power of the trucking industry. 
The Senate has passed a bill to permit wider, longer 
trucks up to nearly double the present maximum weight. 
It did this with the speed of light despite loud public 
protests and with the weight of evidence against it. 
The American Association of Highway Officials 
testified the new weights would reduce pavement life 20 
per cent and increase surfacing costs 50 per cent. 
The American Automobile Association opposed the 
bill of safety grounds. 
The trucking industry always loudly protests that is 
paying its share of road taxes but Kotz dug up the fact 
that its lobby has succeeded in bottling up proposals to 
increase diesel fuel taxes. 
The reporter also disclosed that the truckers have 
contributed $83,000 in two years to the campaign 
ex >enses of members of Congress, who are on 
cc mmittees of special concern to the trucking industry. 
All this is legal and by the low standards prevailing in 
Congress perfectly ethical if that word can be used to 
describe the reprehensible conduct of its members. 
The American motorists, who paid for the highways, 
deserve a better fate than to have them sold out to the 
greedy trucking industry.

100 YEARS OF DUE PROCESS 
Just 100 years ago - on July 28, 1868 - the 
Fourteenth Amendment was ratified. 
THE CHIEF IMPORTANCE of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution, ratified a century 
ago, today lies in the second sentence of Section 1, which 
states, in part, “nor shall any state deprive any person of 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of law.” In 
the first important test of this sentence before the U. S. 
Supreme Court (Slaughterhouse Cases) the Bench in 1873 
declared the “one pervading purpose” of the first section 
to be the protection of rights of the Negro race. 
But 13 years later the Court widened the scope of the 
Amendment by interpreting (Santa Clara County v. So. 
Pacific R.R.) the term “person” as applicable to 
corporate as well as natural persons. This interpretation, 
with extension of the “due process of law” phrase, has 
limited state legislation aimed at control of corporations 
and other social and economic regulation. That the 
authors of the Amendment intended “parson” to include 
corporation is not established by evidence. However, the 
principle has become well embedded in case law. 
RATIFICATION of the Fourteenth Amendment has 
always suffered under a certain burden of doubt. The 
Amendment was drawn up by the post • Civil War 
Congressional Joint Committee on Reconstruction in 
1866. Legislatures in both North and South Carolina Had 
rejected the proposal, and the Amendment was approved 
in these states only after the legislatures had been 
reconstituted. 
Secretary of State William H. Seward on July 20,1868 
issued a proclamation which, though doubtful as to the 
effect of attempted withdrawals of approval of the 
Amendment by New York and New Jersey, entertained 
no doubt about ratification by the Carolinas. The 
following day Congress adopted a resolution which 
declared the Amendment to be a part of the 
Constitution. 
Though directed by Congress to promulgate the 
Amendment, the Secretary of State waited until 
ratification by the newly constituted legislature of 
Georgia -- where the Amendment earlier had been 
rejected. Then, on July 28, 1868, the Secretary declared 
the Amendment ratified. The states which had seceded 
had to ratify to qualify for readmission to the Union. 
LEGISLATION based on the Fourteenth Amendment 
came soon after its ratification by the states. An 
enforcement act was passed on May 31,1870; another on 
Feb. 28, 1871; and still another, the so • called Ku Klux 
Act, on April 20, 1871. Finally, after five years of bitter 
debate in Congress, a more stringent Civil Rights Act was 
adopted on March 1,1875. 
The Supreme Court in a landmark decision lianded 
down 
in 
1883 
declared 
the 
1875 
civil 
rights 
lawunconstitutional. “Individual invasion of individual 
rights is not the subject matter” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Court ruled. The Amendment thus 
became a dead letter as far as the protection of Negro 
rights was concerned until the 1954 Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregated schools. 
Negro civil rights activity immediately mounted on 
every front, sometimes meeting with violent opposition. 
A procession of civil rights laws was adopted by Congress 
beginning in 1957. 
Even so, the Fourteenth Amendment has not outlived 
its usefulness. On the contrary, the vague but sweeping 
“due process” and “equal protection” clauses have 
supplied the rationale for countless Supreme Court 
decisions in behalf of individual liberties.

S. 2668 would authorize the 
states to increase the maximum 
width of trucks from 96 inches, 
as currently permitted, to 108 
inches. The weight carried on 
one axle would be allowed to 
rise to 20,000 pounds from 
18,000 pounds, and the weight 
permitted to be carried on a 
tandem - axle system would be 
raised to 34,000 pounds. Hiis

Czechs Cling 
To Press 
Freedom 


PRAGUE 
(AP) 
- 
Czechoslovakia’s new press 
freedom is settling down at a 
level that compares favorably 
with those Western countries 
where restrictions on news are at 
a minimum. 
Editors 
use 
more self 
restraint than in the first few 
months after censorship was 
lifted, but their main concern is 
the national interest. 
The free press has been a 
chief target of Czechoslovakia’s 
Communist critics. Revival of 
censorship was one of the chief 
demands of the Warsaw letter 
signed by the Communist parties 
of the Soviet Union, Poland, 
East Germany, Bulgaria and 
Hungary. 
The Czechoslovak 
party’s 
new leaders rejected this and 
have made plain that censorship 
was not part of the deal in the 
propaganda truce agreed to at 
their 
meeting in 
Bratislava 
Saturday with the signers of the 
Warsaw letter. 
“ From our point of view, the 
halt in polemics in no way 
reduces 
the duty 
of the 
newspaperman to inform his 
readers broadly and truthfully,’’ 
said the youth newspaper Mlada 
Fronta after the 
Bratislava 
meeting. 
"W e 
b e l i e v e 
t h a t 
Czechoslovak newspapermen are 
mature enough to avoid all the 
c h e a p 
invectives 
and 


provocations which filled the 
press of the five (Warsaw letter 
signers).’’ 
The new leaders in Prague 
who ousted Antonin Novotny 
from his post of party chairman 
in January maintain that the 
country can have a free press 
and communism too. 
The press helped the new 
leaders consolidate their position 
by publicizing the Stalinism of 
Novotny and his conservative 
associates. 
The 
papers were 
instrumental in his ouster from 
the presidency of the country in 
March, - when censorship was 
officially removed. 
The only formal restriction 
on editors now is a 36-page list of 
economic and other official 
secrets 
that 
has been 
considerably pruned 
under 
pressure from journalists. 
The list, or some version of 
it, will become part of a new 
press law that Parliament is to 
pa« later this year. It may also 
be coupled with new libel 
legislation. 
The present law 
provides a maximum fine of 400 
crowns— $36—and does not 
permit damage suits. 
Most editors are members of 
the Communist party or other 
o r g a n i z a t i o n s 
in

Communist-led National Front. 
From time to time, they are 
asked by the party leadership 
not to stress particular stories or 
to 
write 
about

subjects.

The 
sheriff would allow a b oy to go 
inride and get the kite, attaching 
it to a huge b all of string which 


protruded from b etween b ars at 
the jail window. The b oy would 
get the kite into the air. When 
the wind was ne>t too weak or 
too strong it would rise to great 
heights and stay in action until 
drawn in for the night. 
Ford's dancing dolls had 
joined feet, arms and legs. They 
were v ery skillfully made with 
pocket knife and pins he was 
permitted to hav e.

had

The next 
day the sheriff got the drop on 
Helm and soon had him in 
handcuffs. Buying a horse from 


his Indian friend, he put the 
prisoner upon it, and getting 
some cooperation from Helm,

If all churchmen throughout 
the world could work together 
for peace with freedom, it would 
be a splendid thing. Hie ideal of 
our civilisation for almost 2,000 
years has been peace on earth,

Unfortunately, churchmen have 
not yet found a worthwhile 
instrument for promoting the

Certainly, the World Council 
of Churches, which recently 
completed its Fourth Assembly 
at Uppsala, Sweden, is not the 
desired instrument. Instead of 
promoting the cause of freedom, 
the WCC gave aid and comfort -

- to the forces of tyranny in the 
world today, forces that often 
deceitfully describe themselves 
as “peace” forces. 
For example, the World 
Council of Churches called for 
an immediate, unconditional end 
to the U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam. But it didn’t demand

objection 
to 
“particular” wars, which is the 
prinicple upheld by Rev. Coffin 
and his co-conspirators. 
Neither the United States nor 
any other free republic could 
long endure if each citizen 
decided whether or not he 
wanted to support the wars in 
which his country engaged. As 
the old saying goes, all good men 
should come to the aid of their 
country in time of trouble. 
If selective participation in 
wars 
were 
permitted, 
the 
cowardly and the greedy would 
never render service to their 
country. They would prefer to 
sit home in safety or seek ways 
of prospering while others faced 
the dangers of the battlefield 
and devoted months and years 
of their life to national survival. 
The burden of defending a 
society must fall equally on all, 
except as where infirmity or 
extreme hardship applies. The 
laws of the United States clearly 
recognize special circumstances. 
The laws even provide for those 
who have a true conscientious 
objection to fighting of any sort 
any time. But iqputioe would be 
done to all brave and loyal 
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citizens if the fearful or the 
cynical were exempted from 
service to their nation and fellow 
countrymen. 
It is interesting, in terms of 
an historical parallel, that the 
WCC 
declaration 
favoring 
“selective” objection to war was 
issued from a meeting place in 
Sweden. 
The 
Swedes 
spend 
much time criticizing the United 
States for its defense of freedom 
in South Vietnam and attacking 
Rhodesia and South Africa on 
the ground of their domestic 
policies. Yet the Swedes sat out 
World 
War 
II, 
selling 
war 
material to the Nazis while their 
nextdoor 
neighbors 
- 
the 
Norwegians and the Danes - 
were under Hitler’s iron rule. 
Truly, the Swedes have no 
warrant to lecture anybody on 
what is right. 
It would be a mistake to 
treat the World Council of 
Churches declarations 
as the 
voice of organised religion. For 
years, the WCC has been a 
sounding board of anti-American 
and anti-Western opinion. It has 
e n c o u r a g e d 
t h e 
sam e 
revolutionary 
forces 
and 
struggles that were inspired by 
the Soviet Union and Red China. 
It has condemned all Western 
attempts to augment defenses 
a g a i n s t 
c o m m u n i s t 
expansionism. 
The danger is that innocent 
churchmen will be duped into 
believing that WCC speaks for

Sensing 
Th e News 


THE LESSON OF FRANCE 
Th e ch ao« th at h as ov ertaken 
th e French Rep ublic is a grim 
warning to free men ev ery wh ere 
th at anarch ism, unless p romp tly 
and firmly curbed, can destroy 
th e most solid structures of 
gov ernm ent and disrup t th e 
most p rosp erous countries. 
No e x c use e x iste d for 
re v o lutio n a ry up h eav al in 
France. In th e last decade, th e 
F rench economy h as mov ed 
forward steadily . Th e French 
p eop le are better off financially 
th an ev er before. More y oung 
p eop le h av e access to h igh er 
education th an at any time in 
th e h istory of th e country . 
Nev erth eless, France h as been 
tom ap art by disorders. 
Wh y ? To be sure, France h as 
tolerated a large and activ e 
Communist Party . As a result, 
many working men in France 
s t il l 
s r e 
in flue n c e d and 
conditioned by Marxist ideas. 
But th e regular Co mm u nut 
Party of France did not sp ark 
th e ex p losion in early May . It 
began at th e Univ ersity of Paris 
and h ad its ro o ts in th e 
anti-American agitation of leftist 
studen ts op p osed to U.S. 
inv olv ement in th e Vietnam 
struggle. Only wh en th e student 
anarch ist disorders began to 
grow in size did th e regular 
Communist Party organization 
order major » trikes and take ov er 
th e control of th e disorders. 
Th e anarch ist group s th at 
h av e been creating small-scale 
v iolence in France for ov er a 
y ear were not taken seriously by 
th e French auth orities. So long 
as th e USA was th e target of 
demonstrations, th e De Gaulle 
gov ernment ap p arently didn’t 
mind a little disorder and 
lawlessness. It learned th e bitter 
lesson th at a little strife soon 
grows into a monster erf strife. 
In th e United States, good 
citizens can only h op e th at 
gov ernmental auth orities and 
h eads of educational institutions 
will learn from th e French 
ex p erience. T h e group s of 
anarch ists and civ il disobedience 
adv ocates in American colleges 
and univ ersities are numerically 
sm all. T oo often th ey are 
dismissed as insignificant. Well, 
Columbia Univ ersity at long last 
discov ered th at th e anarch ists 
aren’t insiginificant at all. 
It takes only one indiv idual 
y elling “fire!” in a crowded 
th eater to cause a disaster th at 
takes a terrible toll of life. And 
it takes only a scattering of 
organized, v iolence-inclined 
group s to up set great univ ersities 
and th row ch aos into towns and 
cities. 
, 
M o s t 
A m e r i c a n s don t 
understand th e consp iratorial 
mentality . Th ey don’t grasp th at 
th e a n a r c h i s t s and civ il 
disobedience ty p es th ink along 
totalitarian lines—th at is to say , 
th at th ey are p lanning actual war 
with in our c o un tr y . Most 
Americans th ink in terms of 
p ractical discussions and sensible 
negotiations. But th e radicals in 
th e univ ersities are like th e 
North Vietnamese communists 
a t th e P a r i s c o n fe r e n c e 
table—th ey believ e in total war 
to th e end. 
Th e anarch ists are p lay ing for 
th e h i g h e s t 
s t a k e s —t h e 
destruction and takeov er of 
western society . Th e ex amp le of 
Frence sh ows h ow far small 
militant group s can go in 
creating h av oc. Th e ex map le of 
Columbia Univ ersity , wh ich h as 
been crip p led, p rov ides furth er 
confirmation. 
It is not clear wh at else th e 
anarch ists may be p lanning in 
th e United States th is summer, 
but th ey surely will not be idle. 
It is p ossible, ev en likely , th at 
th ey will try to rep eat th e 
C o l u m b i a 
U n i v e r s i t y 
p erformance at th e nominating 
conv entions of th e two national 
p olitical p arties. Th ey may try 
th eir force m eth ods as an 
a ttem p t to demand p olitical 
concessions from th e conv ention 
delegates. 
On th e college and univ ersity 
front, h owev er, it is time th at 
resp onsible citizens realize th at 
th ey cannot just stand on th e 
sidelines and dep lore wh at h as 
taken p lace. 
A writer for 
Barron’s Financial Weekly h as 
sp oken to th is p oint. “ Now is 
th e time for intelligent counter - 
ac ti on,” said th e writer for 
B arro n ’s. ‘‘One means is to 
with h old financial sup p ort 
from 
colleges wh ich condone or 
comp romise with student terror 
tsctics.” 
C o l l e g e and univ ersity 
trustees are under h eav y p ressure 
from th e Left. Radical faculty 
members, as well as th e militant 
students, are th reatning strikes 
and oth er forms of intimidation. 
Th e trustees need to know th at 
alumni and th e general p ublic 
feel v ery strongly on th e subject 
of law and order in educational 
institutions. 
At Columbia Univ ersity th e 
students wh o want to study and 
wh o op p ose th e radical rioters 
are organizing. Such students at 
Columbia and elsewh ere deserv e 
assistance from alumni and oth er 
interested students. Efforts 
sh ould be widened to get th e 
v iews and p rop osals of th ese 
law-abiding students into th e 
news media. As th e writer for 
B a rro n ’s declared, ‘‘A free 
society cannot surv iv e unless 
m en o f reason rally to its 
defense."

th ere can be no criticism of th e 
objectiv e-namely , th at "all sh all 
sh are in our abundance.” But 
th e President h imself admitted 
th at “th ere are some clouds on 
th e h orizon,” as h e said: 
“Prices are rising. Interest 
rates h av e p assed th e p eak of 
19 66; and if th ere ia continued 
inaction on th e tax bill, th ey will 
climb ev en h igh er. And I warn 
th e Congress and th e nation 
tonigh t th at th is failure to act on 
th e tax bill will sweep us into an 
accelerating sp iral of p rice 
increases, a slump in h ome 
building, and a continued 
erosion of th e American dollar.

Nick Kotz, the Pulitzer prize winning Washington 
correspondent for the Des Moines Register, disclosed the 
lobbying power of the trucking industry. 
The Senate has passed a bill to permit wider, longer 
trucks up to nearly double the present maximum weight. 
It did this with the speed of light despite loud public 
protests and with the weight of evidence against it. 
The 
American 
Association of Highway Officials 
testified the new weights would reduce pavement life 20 
per cent and increase surfacing costs 50 per cent. 
The American Automobile Association opposed the 
bill of safety grounds. 
The trucking industry always loudly protests that is 
paying its share of road taxes but Kotz dug up the fact 
that its lobby has succeeded in bottling up proposals to 
increase diesel fuel taxes. 
The reporter also disclosed that the truckers have 
contributed $83,000 in two years to the campaign

All this is legal and by the low standards prevailing in 
Congress perfectly ethical if that word can be used to 
describe the reprehensible conduct of its members. 
The American motorists, who paid for the highways, 
deserve a better fate than to have them sold out to the 
greedy trucking industry. 
There’s no guarantee that a completely new cast in 
Congress will represent the people more faithfully than 
the present group but it is worth a try. 
If the new members knew why they had been chosen 
they should hesitate before accepting trucking industry 
bribes. 
A change is something that Americans can do about 
the situation. It is within their power to bring it about.

We alone must vindicate the great wrong we are doing 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution, ratified a century to ourselves. Unified, we must use our initiative and 
ago. today lies in the second sentence of Section I, which ingenuity to validate the trust of our forebears in our 
states, in part. “nor shall any state deprive any person of Nation. Regain our self-respect and, hopefully, our world 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of law.” In trust, by swining the pendulum in the other direction • 
the first important test of this sentence before the LI. S. the right direction. 
Supreme Court (Slaughterhouse Cases) the Bench in 1873 
declared the “one pervading purpose” of the first section 
to be the protection of rights of the Negro race. 
But 13 years later tile Court widened the scope of the 
Amendment by interpreting (Santa Clara County v. So. 
Pacific 
R.R.) 
the 
term 
“person” as applicable to 
corporate as well as natural persons. This interpretation, 
with extension of the “due process of law” phrase, has 
limited state legislation aimed at control of corporations 
and other social and economic regulation. That the 
authors of the Amendment intended “person” to include 
corporation is not established by evidence. However, the 
principle has become well embedded in case law. 
RATIFICATION of the Fourteenth Amendment has 
always suffered under a certain burden of doubt. The 
Amendment was drawn up by the post - Civil War 
Congressional Joint Committee on Reconstruction in 
1866. Legislatures in both North and South Carolina had 
rejected the proposal, and the Amendment was approved 
in these states only after the legislatures had been 
reconstituted. 
Secretary of State William H. Seward on July 20, 1868 
issued a proclamation which, though doubtful as to the 
effect of attempted withdrawals of approval of the 
Amendment by New York and New Jersey, entertained 
no doubt about ratification by the Carolinas. The 
following day Congress adopted a resolution which 
declared 
the 
Amendment 
to 
be 
a 
part 
of 
the 
Constitution. 
Though directed by Congress to promulgate the 
Amendment, 
the 
Secretary 
of State 
waited 
until 
ratification by the newly constituted legislature of 
Georgia — where the Amendment earlier had been 
rejected. Then, on July 28, 1868, the Secretary declared 
the Amendment ratified. The states which had seceded 
had to ratify to qualify for readmission to the Union. 
LEGISLATION based on the Fourteenth Amendment 
came soon after its ratification by the states. An 
enforcement act was passed on May 31, 1870; another on 
Feb. 28, 1871; and still another, the so - called Ku Klux 
Act, on April 20, 1871. Finally, after five years of bitter 
debate in Congress, a more stringent Civil Rights Act was 
adopted on March I, 1875. 
The Supreme Court in a landmark decision handed 
down 
in 
1883 
declared 
the 
1875 
civil 
rights 
lawunconstitutional. “Individual invasion of individual 
rights is not the subject matter” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Court ruled. The Amendment thus 
became a dead letter as far as the protection of Negro 
rights was concerned until the 1954 Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregated schools. 
Negro civil rights activity immediately mounted on 
every front, sometimes meeting with violent opposition. 
A procession of civil rights laws was adopted by Congress 
lieginning in 1957. 
Even so, the Fourteenth Amendment has not outlived 
its usefulness. On the contrary, the vague but sweeping 
‘‘due process” and “equal protection” clauses have 
supplied the rationale for countless Supreme Court 
decisions in behalf of individual liberties.

While I may work under ground, I’m certainly no threat to national 
security.”

He held that the City of New 
York is dependent on the safe and uninterrupted operation of its 
tranat system; that the doubtful reliability of a subway conductor 
endangers the security of the city as well as the entire system.

The State 
Of Disunion

PRESIDENT JOHNSON, in 
hit menage to Congren on the 
"state of the Union,” failed to 
come to grips with the problem 
of law enforcement in America 
which has brought discord and 
d is u n it y , 
a n x ie t y 
and 
apprehension. A feeling prevails 
that 
"law 
and 
order” 
have 
broken down throughout the 
country. 
The President reflected the 
wishes of the American people 
for an honorable solution to the 
Vietnam war. When discussing 
the crime wave, however, he 
seemed more concerned with 
generalities 
than 
specific 
measures for dealing with the ills 
which have produced what he 
himself described as "a certain 
restlessnesa-a questioning.” 
The President conceded that 
I ‘crime has been increasing on our 
p streets and that "violence has 
shown its face in some of our 
cities.” But he did not take 
cognizance of the biggest tingle 
mistake of hit Adminiatration-an 
unwillingness to prosecute those 
who are violating federal law by 
conspiring to bring about riots 
and 
disorders. 
Instead, 
the 
President confined himself to 
abstract 
statements 
like 
the 
following: 
"We can make progress only 
by 
attacking 
the 
causes of 
violence and only where there is 
civil order founded on justice. 
Today 
we are helping local 
officials improve their capacity 
to deal promptly with disorder. 
Those who preach disorder and 
those who preach violence must 
know that local authorities are 
able to resist them swiftly, to 
resist them sternly, and to resist 
them decisively.” 
But it isn’t within the power 
of 
the 
States 
or cities 
to 
prosecute the conspirators from 
other States who have incited 
the violence. Why has there been 
such 
hairsplitting 
on 
the 
question 
o f 
"constitutional 
authority? 
There 
has never 
been 
any 
reluctance to use 
federal 
law to attack crime 
syndicates. It is well known that 
the so-called "demonstrations” 
have been deliberately planned 
and violence purposely incited. 
But 
the 
Administration 
has 
refused to indict any of the 
leaders. In fact, some of them are 
again “predicting” a summer of 
the same kind of disorder this 
year. 


Why 
has 
the 
Johnson 
Administration failed to punish 
th o s e 
who 
openly 
urge 
rebellion? 
The 
only 
answer 
which appears plausible is that it 
fears the loss of Negro votes. 
The excuse is offered by the 
President 
that /'‘constitutional 
authority” is lacking. There has 
been 
no 
such/ hesitancy, 
however, in utilizing the federal 
power over interstate commerce 
to forbid racial "discrimination” 
in 
hotels and 
eating places. 
Federal funds are even being 
withheld not only from schools 
but hospitals and other public 
institutions 
to bring 
about 
“desegegation... 


Why 
then should 
the 
Administration ignore the acta of 
disorder which have encouraged 
criminals to capitalize on racial 
disturbances? 
Many sociological problems 
were 
dealth 
with 
by 
the 
President in his message, and 
there can be no criticism of the 
objective-namely, that "all shall 
share in our abundance." But 
the President himself admitted 
that “there are some clouds on 
the horizon,” as he said: 
"Prices are rising. Interest 
rates have passed the peak of 
1966; and if there is continued 
inaction on the tax bill, they will 
climb even higher. And I warn 
the Congress and the nation 
tonight that this failure to act on 
the tax bill will sweep us into an 
accelerating 
spiral 
of 
price 
increases, 
a 
slump in home 
building, 
and 
a 
continued 
erosion of the American dollar.”1 
But will the mere passage of 
a bill providing for a surcharge 
payment 
on 
federal 
income 
taxes stabilize the purchasing 
power of the dollar? Wages anc 
prices are skyrocketing.Tens of 
miUions of Americana are the 
victims of the disorder in our 
national economy, and persons 
with fixed incomes particularly 
are suffering the ill effects of a 
tragic inflation. 
Again and again, the people 
have indicated their discontent 
and dissatisfaction. Rarely in 
this century has the electorate 
been 
so 
disturbed 
and 
so 
worried. Yet the President, in his 
message, has not offered any 
more than a continuance of his 
p rev io u s 
policies, 
which 
resemble those of "New Deal” 
days when 
the 
slogan was: 
"Spend and spend, tax and tax, 
elect and elect.” 
T here 
com es 
a 
tim e, 
however, 
when the citizenry 
votes its protest—and the 1968 
election may prove to be that 
time. The Administration can 
still correct its errors and use its 
authority 
to 
stop wasteful 
spending 
as 
well as 
the 
expenditure of huge sums for 
programs which, even though 
meritorious, 
should wait for 
fulfillment until the nation can 
really afford them. 
When Treasury deficits keep 
piling 
up 
year 
after 
year, 
eventually confidence—not only 
in the monetary unit but in the 
economic 
condition of 
the 
country itaelf-begins to waver, 
and 
business 
is 
finally 
confronted with a depression as 
unemployment ensues.
